Grant on Navisatleu. 

The international navigation doctrine 
which President Grant desires to boo cs 
tabl'uhoii would produce quito n rovolu 
tion. Ho bb'/b ' the judgement of 
European jurists and statesmen is that 
tho inhabitants of a country through 
•which a navigable rivor passos havo a 
natural right to enjoy the navigation 
of that rivor to und into tho eoa, oven 
through the territory of anothor power.' 
It would be unpardonable preemption 
on our pait to queaiiou tho corrootuess 
of President Grant' a assertion; and yet 
it is difficult to reconcile it with world- 
wide practice. President Brant would 
like to soeuro tho Iroe navigation of tho 
St Lawrence; and it would doubtless bo 
on ineslimublo boon to his country to 
bavo it. But in order to be of any prac- 
tical benefit tho right to uso tho Cana- 
dian canal systom therewith connected 
would have to go with it. Would it not 
bo rather too much for tho United 
Slates to blaim this as a ' natural right's 
The cauals are artificial. The abstract 
theory, ns laid down by the President, 
is not altogether void of plausioility. 
But its practical application to some of 
tho great rivers ol the old world as 
well aa of tho now might involve serious 
questions. What about the Columbia 
Rivor, for instance ? It takes its riso 
in and passes through British Terri- 
tory. President Grant expresses the 
hope thai "Groat Britain will see tho 
justice of abandoning tho narrow and 
inconsistent oluims to which tho Cana- 
dian proviueos havo Urged hor aduor. 
ence." Lot President Grant practice 
before ho preaches. Tho United States 
can enjoy the free navigation of tho St 
Lawrence, the right to fish in Canadian 
waters ar>d various other rights, just so 
soou as they are' prepaid to abandon 
the narrow, se.fhh, unneighbourly poli- 
cy which ihoy have pursued ever sinco 
the abrogation of the Reciprocity Trea- 
ty . Under that treaty they enjoyed 
the rights they now seek. Why did 
they abrogato the troaly ? Great Bri- 
tain has boon evor ready to rouow 
reciprocal relations, under whieh the 
so-called rights wcuid bu restored. But 
the United States have persistently re- 
fused. Why ? Because they Want to 
got all aud givo nothing. The right to 
navigato tho St Lawrence and the 
right to fish in Canadian waters will 
never be conceded io bluster, A just 
and equitable treaty, negoUaled bo. 
tween the two countries, will alono at- 
tain that objoot ; and until Undo Sam 
is prepared to give Canada a fair equi- 
valent for these privilig-.'s, he munt 
make up his mind to do without them.

It is confi lentlj assorted, nay it is said 
Bessemer haBConoliisively proved, that 
nn ordinary steam lire engine possesses 
tho power of throwing bullets as well as 
water by a slight change in in machin- 
ery, that it could throw 2.440 Eufield 
riflo ballots a mile high every minute J 
and that an increase in the weight of tho 
projectile would insure an inctvaso in 
range, say a thousand t^vp ounce bullets 
per minute, baying an initial velocity oj 
possibly 1900, certainly 1600, feet pej 
second, with a press a,rp of 150 pounds 
of steam. Thus it is claimed that an 
engine of this rJesoription, with running 
gear similar to iL.t of tno Edinburgh 
road-steamer,', would travel over very 
rough ground, carry its own fuel and 
hmmunitjpuVaad could bo utilised, when 
not in action, in hauling stores, drag- 
ging heavy guns und doing any useful 
Vfork for which horses are now employ- 
ed. It is proposed to uoustruut an en- 
gin B of hutlicieai power to throw three 
BtrciiiflH ot two-ouneo bullets from noz- 
zles in front , at the r.uo of a iliuuuulid a 
rjainuie each, with twu Bjoh ppazjefl each 
throwing two thousand 6ite'A>qnce bullets 
per mnute. Tho engines and workmen 
would nj 1 securely ^protected behind u 



soroou. Should this arm prove to be all 

in tho fi 'ld of baltlo that is claimed for 
it in tho field of exporimont it will be a 
much more destructive engine than 
either the noodle-gun, the ohassepot, or 
even tho mitrailleuse.

PnkDmatio Strbst Caih.— Chicago thinks 
that flhe has mot tho great desideratum of 
the ago in inventinc; a motive power (or 
street curs.wliio* ahull be Irea from the ob« 
jeoliooB to staam power, and at the snmo 
tima aatialactorily diapanaa with tbo es- 
penei»e auiual motion. A Mr D Myeis of 
that oity has pateoted a pneumatic street, 
oardriren by oompreased air, which is said 
to meet all the requirements fully and satis- 
factorily. The car roaarables an ordinary 

■ ireet car, excepting the peculiar formation 
of the roof, which looks like a palace sleep 
ingoar. The beuvy top renders the car 
■bout twioe as heavy nB others, and ib of 
great importance to the pneumatic car, for it 
oontains the propelling potter. It coneists 
of four hollow timka mode of copper and 
braaen together, of sufficient capacity to hold 

n 150 oobio feat of oornpressetl air. and of 
iuffloient strength to resist a pressure of 250 
pounds to the square inch. These tatiks are 
filled or charged by means of an air f.OTO<hj 
pump worked by a steam engine. Hmientii 
the seats on eithor sido, at one end of the 
osr, are two small maohines operating pre- 
cisely the same as the ordinary steam en- 
gine, connected" with the wheels by cranks. 
The engines are controlled by tbo conductor 
01) tbo pUtlorm by moans of a wheel placed 
ia juxtaposition with the brake. One baud 
is used in Opera'ing the anginas, without 
interfering seriously with the control of the 
brake. It requires but a lew micntes to fill 
the tanks, wnich are calculated to hold suf- 
ficient iir to propel the car with nu ordinary 
load for three miles, at the rate ol one mile 
in ten minutes or less. A public trial of the 
oar was made a iew days since, in which 
many street railroad men and practical engi- 
neers and mechanics participated, unci all 
pronounced the working ol tbo machine to 
be perfectly satisfactory. It it shall prove 
to be all its icTentor claimB for it, it will 
be one of the most iranortant and valuable 

' inventions ol this century. 

Thb Doited Stales Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue has issued his annual re- 
port.

Tub re blic Schools.— It is ardently to be 

desired thai the public school of this city, 
and, (or the matter of that, the sohools 
throughout the Colony, may be opened on a 
more healthy and eflioiout basis with the 
commencement ol the New Year. It ap- 
pears to us that the Board lor this city should 
at once oonler with the Executive with a 
view to having proper provisiou made in 
the Estimates for educational purposes. The 
Board might possibly have a bint ol what 
may ha expeoiod, no ihat urraug<iinenla lor 
re-opening may be made at onoe. We mail 
tell both loottl Board and the Colonial "aov- 
erument plainly that the country will not 
tolerate an attempt to tido over another year 
withoot some iuiproveraontupoo the existing 
condition of things. 

The Sthkkts oc tub Capital are, in 
several instanooe, in a sad plight, some of 
them being actually impassable.

Dr Lewis quotes many cases of sali- 
ration from a too Iree of the tomatoe, often 
loosening and cot ualrequently destroying 
the tneih. Heartburn is one of the remits, 
which may be suppressed by avoiding all 
soups and liquids al m-jals.

LIEUTENANT MUSTJIR'S TKlP. 

This gontlomun has made tho most 
memorable and adventurous trip on re- 
cord iu these countries, having started 
from tho Magellan Straus, and after a 
yoar andja half'd peregrinations amougst 
settlors ai'd ludiants, made his v?ay by 
land up to PaUgonea, exploring a Itind 
whoro hitherto no civilized man has 
trod, Tho following are tho busty 
particulars of his trip. 

On the 17th April he started from 
Punta Arenas, having applied to the 
Chilian Governor 'd that place, Comati^ 
dutUe Viol, who lo:it horses to tako Air 
Musters as far as Santa Cruz, nine days 
journey from the Straits. Mr Musters 
was uccompaiiiod by a guide and party 
of'monasfar as Santa Cruz. Whan 
about two days out, at Coinde, thoj mot 
tho Iudtans and thore got an Indian 
guide, 

Santa Cruz is au Indiau trading 

stiuion, and belong") to Captain Pordo 
Bueuo an Argeutiuo. Only threo bouses 
on an island ; ibo land about is very 
fertile, and gojd for oorn and potatoes. 
Hard by the coast is a largo salt lake 
i:npab!e|of supplying l,500 ( tatiega8 of Halt 
pur annum. The island is some distance 
from tho mouth of the rivor Santa Cruz. 
There are iew ehoep thore, but no cattle. 
It is about the beat, harbor on tho South 
Auiorieuu -:oasl, the tide rises and falls 
about ill) feet. Too valleys and land 
about inu sea coast are adapted fur 
shoop. 

Mr Masters remained at Santa Gross 
for throe months were ho was hospita- 
bly carod by Sr Pedro liucno, and his do- 
lay there proved highly useful to him inas- 
much as tie was enabled to make tbe ac- 
quaintance of tho Indians He also foil in 
with a party going tip north. 

On the 9th August wo left Santa 
Cruz ; the whole country wm frozon 
up; the snow was beginning to thaw ; 
.ill the rivers vvero covered except tho 
Sania Cruz. Twenty leagues from 
Santa Cruz was un Indian encampment, 
wbmo I was received like a princo, I 
then followed tho course of tho Eio 
Chico to within ten leagues of the Cor- 
dillera to catch horses. Now I had two 
days very bad journey — no buet or 
water.' At last we camo out on fine 
plains v/cll watered. On Novenibor 1st 
we joined tho Northern Indians, and 
sent ioessagat to gathuriup all straggler-; 
we also sent a message to a tribe ol 
L'.di.ms hunting near, to have u general 
council for tho purpose of joining all 
iho tribes from Santa Cruz to Rio Ne- 
gro under ono banner, and placing our- 
selves under tho Argentine protootion, 
The meeting was hold ; all agreed to 
placo themselves under Argentine colors 
for the purpose of protecting the Southern 
pampas. We thou teparated for the 
purpose of hunting young huanaco*., 
agreeing to joiu again iu January and 
march to Mauzanus to visit tho cacique 
Shaowayacko lor free trado purposes, 
and also to havo a council about tho 
protection of Patagones. I spent 
now throe months hunting young buana- 
oos — Bplcndid sport — and led a jolly 
life. 

I made an excursion to tho Cordille- 
ra to kill wild cattle, and nearly gjt to 
tha other side opposite Chiloe. Here 
we had an accident with tho cattle, 
which stopped our programme. The 
Oattle hero are very wild and dan- 
gerous, 

We no if proceeded to the Indian ren- 
dezvous, and then we war* all jjoinod 
together marched due North crossing 
tho river Ciiuput. Hero I sent an In- 
dian cbaxquo to the Welsh Colony to 
find out how wero my countrymen thero, 
uuh received no answer until when 
within a league of Patagones. 

Tlio M atizat'as aro on tho side of the 
Cordillera, aud called so after tho wild 
apple— trees which grow iu lurgo forests 
Hero is tho ni' st permanent abodo of 
tho Aracauia Lilians. We wore received 
well at tho Maiizauas, although at first 
there was nearly a light. Sovoral ques- 
tions of importance wore discussed and 
satisfactory res'dutions arrived at. After 
stopping alow days hero we siartod in 
the direction of Patagonia ; tho Rio 
Negro wo forded near the Cordillera, 
almost at tho eamo spot where Mr Cox's 
boat was lost.
